Second Ship Sunk In St. Lawrence

MOSCOW, May 13.

“I definitely disagree with the 
air ministry,” Maj. Power said, “and 
disagree most emphatically.”

Restrictions On [FIRM STAND URGED 
Taxis Tightened | Quebec House Is Warned

by t May 13,.—(CP)—New 
regulations affecting an estimated 
6,500 taxis and 1,500 drive-yourself 
automobiles by further tightening 
wartime controls on these services 

Were announced last night by the 

Munitions and Supply Depart- 

ment on behalf of Transit Con- 

troller George S. Gray. 

The new ruling provides that, ex- 
cept by permit, no taxi may be used 
as a bus, for sightseeing trips of any 
kind, or for cruising to solicit fares. 

Long distance trips are banned 
under a provision limiting a taxi 
“to a radius of 15 miles from its 
home town.” Permits modifying 
this provision may be granted in 
exceptional circumstances. 

Every taxi hereafter must carry 
a sign indicating it is a taxi. Mark- 
ers supplied by the transit con- 
troller will be carried on the wind- 
shield, and “under the marker, the 
name of the city or town in which 
it (the taxi) is registered.” 

The order confines hiring of a 
“drive-yourself” automobile to the 
hours between'6 a.m. ahd 11 p.m, It 
prohibits renting of such an auto- 
mobile by a person owning or con- 
trolling an automobile for which a 
Baosline license has been issued un- 
der rationing regulations,

The Red Cross canvass is now actively 
under way. Northern Alberta’s quota is 
$160,000, certainly not a heavy allotment. 
No great amount of time, and no very large 
force of canvassers, should be needed to 
raise that sum.

The altogether better way to meet this call 
is to send along whatever one can afford to 
give; and thus save some neighbor the trou- 
ble of making a personal visit. 


Invasion Was The Object 


It is disclosed that the battle of the 
Coral Sea occurred, or started, 150 miles 
only from the coast of Queensland. That 
makes almost certain that the Japanese 
force was an expedition bent on invading 
Australia rather than establishing bases 
on outlying islands from which to attack 
supply ships on the way from the United 
States. From the aircraft carriers which 
made up part of the fleet, planes could have 
been over Australian territory in a few 
minutes, to clear the way for a landing. 

As details are given out it becomes 
clearer that the expedition was a powerful 
striking force, including all the elements 
necessary for an invasion, from aircraft to 
transports loaded with infantry. Its de- 
feat is correspondingly important, both in 
saving Australia from immediate attack 
and in the destruction of enemy naval and 
air craft and troops, The total of Japanese 
ships sunk or seriously damaged is placed 
at 19, their airplane losses must have been 
heavy, and it supposed some thousands of 
their seamen and soldiers perished. 

With Lower Burma dissolving under the 
monsoon rains and its army in difficulties 
farther north, this decisive repulse of the 
thrust at Australia is an untimely jolt to 
Tokyo's plans. The fact must be dawning 
there that the days of easy conquest are 
past and the surprise war is beginning to 
backfire, ‘ 


Little Gas For Tourists 


The gasoline allowance to outside tour- 
ists has had to be cut down very sharply. 
The intention was that a motor-tourist en- 
tering Canada, and planning to stay more 
than 48-hours, should be entitled to buy 
100 gallons. Instead, he can only be allow- 
ed to buy 20 gallons. This of course means 
that fewer United States tourists will come 
to Canada, and that those who do come will 
do little driving and not remain long. 

The Canadian public and Canadian 
authorities are anxious to encourage visit- 
ors from abroad. The Dominion, the pro- 
vinces, the railways and other organiza- 
tions spend huge sums every year in ad- 
vance to induce United States motorists to 
spend their vacations in Canada. It means 
something that this policy now has to be 
reversed and prospective visitors told they 
cannot get enough gasoline to make a 
worth while Canadian tour possible. 

What it obviously means is that the sup- 
ply is running short—short even of the ex- 
pectations of a few weeks ago. For this 
there are two reasons. Tankers are being 
torpedoed by the enemy, And the con- 
sumption in Canada has gone up; it is 
away above the figures of last year. 

The public can do nothing about the 
tanker-sinkings. But the Canadian mo- 
torist could do something about the over- 
consumption. Bluntly stated the fact ap- 
pears to be that the tourist traffic has to 
he officially restricted because Canadian 
pleasure-drivers would not cut down their 
use of gasoline, 


No Need To Quit 


Hon, P. J. A. Cardin has been a pro- 
vincial rather than a national figure. 
Though one of the senior members of the 
federal cabinet, administering the im- 
portant departments of public works and 
transport, he was little known outside 
Quebec, His resignation leaves that prov- 
ince three short of the number of ministers 
to which it is by tradition and population 
entitled. The immediate effect is to reduce 
the province in this respect to the status 
of one of the smaller members of con- 
federation. However they may feel on the 
issue which brought about his retirement, 
the people of Quebec will not welcome this 
reduction in their cabinet representation; 
but they cannot blame either the Prime 
Minister or the people of the other prov- 
inces for the situation, 

During the campaign Mr, Cardin went 
on the platform and urged his constituents 
and those of other Quebec ridings to vote 
“yes” at the plebiscite. But his constituents 
voted five to one the other way, and the 
electors of the province generally two to 
one. This no doubt was the back-ground 
reason for the resignation. Had Quebec 


voted as he advised, Mr. Cardin would in 
all probability still be in the cabinet. Local 


| 
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loyalty would not in. that case have urged 
his present course. 

In his letter of resignation Mr. Cardin 
said he could see no reason why the 
restrictive clause should be struck out of 
the Mobilization Act at once. It is diffi- 
cult'to see what would be gained by delay; 
and to not act promptly to implement the 
plain verdict from the polls would invite 
misunderstanding in Canada and outside. 
The impression would be given that the 
plebiscite did not really mean anything, or 
that the Government for one reason or 
another was ignoring public opinion. 

The so-called “conscription” plebiscite 
was not a constituency poll, nor a provincial 
poll, but a declaration of the views of the 
nation at large. This was clearly under- 
stood, and the plain implication was that 
the will of the majority should prevail. 
The minority, it was to be supposed, would 
loyally bow to the majority decision. Since 
the nation approved his stand, the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Cardin was not called-for. It 
is to be regretted because it will encourage 
and ‘assist those who are threatening to 
wreck national unity rather than abide by 
the decision of the final authority in a 
democratic state. 

Gasoline sales in Alberta during the 
first three months of the year were 
2,662,479 gallons more than in the first 
quarter of 1941.

Another of Britain’s valuable and none’ 
too plentiful 10,000 ton cruisers has been 
lost, It was crippled beyond salvage in a 
five day fight with Nazi sea and air forces 
attacking convoys off the coast of Nor- 
way.

If the sudden thrust at Kerch was in- 
tended to be the opener of the Nazi offen- 
sive toward the east, the outcome is not 
promising for that delayed project. If it 
was only a feeler, it showed that the Rus- 
sians were on the alert. Moscow reports 
that temporary enemy gains were quickly 
recovered. That is the area in which 
Moscow reported the Nazis had made use 
of paralysis-producing gas, which may 
account for their early success. If so, the 
Sequel equally shows that the Russians 
soon found means to counter the “odious 
weapon”,

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Wheat Seeding Ahead Of 1941, But Barley, Oats Late 


Moisture Condition Is 


Reported Only Fair At ‘ 
Most Provincial Points 


Approximately 80 per cent of the total wheat acreage in 


Alberta has now been sown, while 40 per cent of the oats | 


and 30 per cent of the barley is in the ground, according to 
the first provincial crop report issued Wednesday by Hon. 
D. B. MacMillan, minister of agriculture. 


Information contained in the + 


report is submitted by provincial 
government farm correspondents. 

Although seeding of wheat is | 
somewhat more advanced than at | 
the corresponding date last year, 
seeding of oats and barley is some- 
what later than in 1941. 

The moisture situation. with the 
exception of the Peace River dis- | 
trict, is generally very poor to fair | 
throughout the. province, and all 
crop districts report the need of | 
good general rains, it is reported. 
These would be particularly. wel- 
come for forage and pasture crops, | 
as pastures are poor at the present 
time and growth of grass is slow, 
due to lack of moisture. 

In the Peace River district top 
surface and sub-soil moisture con- 
ditions are reported good. 

Balance of the report on general 
farm conditions follows: 


COARSE GRAINS 

Increases in coarse grains, flax 
and minor crops are reported which 
indicate the trend toward livestock 
production for Canada’s war effort. 
An upward trend in the seeding of 
forage crops is also noticeable. 

All classes of livestock are in 
satisfactory condition, mainly as 
a result of the very mild winter. 
Material increases in numbers are 
apparent. 

The dairy, poultry and beekeep- 
{ng industries are also expanding

“Very Fair” With 
Merchant Group 


Edmonton consumers have been 
“very fair” with the retail and 
wholesale merchants, in respect 
to asking for small charge ac- 
counts, C. F. Martin, chairman of 
the retail section of the Edmon- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, stated 
Wednesday. 

Mr. Martin made the announce- 
ment after his committee completed 
a survey of the small credit situa- 
tion in Edmonton at the request of 
the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board. 

He stated that there is general 
agreement among both retailers 
and wholesalers that the cost of 
small charge orders is very high, 


and that customers .have shown 
fairness when asking for charge 
accounts. 


Generally, charge accounts are be- 
ing made only in amounts which 
make the account worth while, Mr. 
Martin stated. 

ONE FACTOR 

The elimination of many delivery 
services, both by wholesale and re- 
tail firms, is somewhat a factor in 
favor of elimination of small charge 
accounts, he explained.*In whole- 
sale accounts, the curtailing of the 
provision of brokekn packages also 
has an effect, he said.

The too active thyroid will cause 
the’ patient to be netvoug and ir- 
ritable and will make the heart beat 
too rapidly, The patient finds it 
difficult to gain weight. as foods are 
quickly burned in the body. 

Some physicians use separate 
terms to designate hyperthyroidism 


and exophthalmic goiter, but others | 


prefer to consider the two together. 
When the thyroid is overly active 
they call the condition hyperthy- 
roidism, while as the more severe 
Stages ate reached, they use the 
term exophthalmic goiter. 

When the gland is merely over- 
active and the patient thin and nerv- 
ous, such measures as a change in 
diet, the giving of a sea weed pre- 
paration, and mental and physical 
rest, may do considerable good.

These trends are 
confirmed in part by the reports of 
the correspondents. Wheat acreage 


in the south tends to remain about 
the sume as last year with the re- 
duction taking place in the north 
All crop districts report increases 
in the sowing of oats, barley and 
flax 

Wheat seeding began in the 
south about April 15th and was 
general a week later, In the north 
seeding commenced about April 27 
and was general the first week of 
May. Seeding progress has been 
good with few interruptions, For 
the province as a Whole about 
80 per cent of the wheat is sown, 
ranging from 97 per cent seeded 
in the south to 40 per cent in the 
north, Oats and barley are later. 
40 per cent of the oats and 30 
per cent of the barley are estim- 
ated to be sown. About 25 per 
cent of the flax is seeded. 

No reports of damage from crop) 
pests have been received from cor- 
respondents. It is early for the ap- 
pearance of grasshoppers, but an 
outbreak of this pest is anticipated 


in the southern part of the prov- 
ince 

Forage crops are more popular 
according to the correspondents, An 
increase in th ac reage sown to 
grasses and clovers of 13 per cent 1s 
anticipated, while alfalfa seeding 


may be 10 per cent above last year. | 
This observation is borne out by the | 
considerable increased demand for 
forage crop seed during the present! 
spring. Native and tame pastures 
need rain to start growth, They are 
reported poor to fair in nearly every 
crop district except the Peace River 
All livestock wintered well as a 
it of the extremely mild} 
weather Although feed supplies 
were scarce jn the east-central por- 
tion of the province, were 
insignificant and stock at the pre- 
time are in good condition 
Immediate rains to bring on new 
grass are needed and in the range 
country of the south water is scarce 
because of the light spring run-off

During the past year many have 
been spared the tragecy of blind-| 
ness, due mainly to the Institute's 
program and to the generous co- 
operation of the eye-specialists in 
giving free service, Mr. Willson 
remarked, 

Nearly one-half of Canada’s 
13,000 blind are pensioners over 
40 and about 3,000 of those re- 
maining find it necessary to ac- 
cept relief. 

At this stage Mr. Willson related | 
the cases of two -young children | 
whose sight was saved through 
| preventive measures instituted by 
the local branch. 

M. M. O'Brien, honorary — secre- 
tary, stated that the Institute is 
doing a wonderful service in fol-| 
lowing up cases of children whose | 
eyesight is too severely hampered } 
to permit the child to continue in!
